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Fiscal Court Discusses Possible Litigation Against Cities 
of Arlington and Bardwell During Fiscal Court Meeting

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court met in regular session 
on June 19, 2012. The previ¬ 
ous meeting’s minutes were 
approved and Carlisle County 
Judge Executive Greg Terry 
reported on the Ambulance 
Service in Director Wayne 
Floyd’s absence. 

Judge Executive Terry re¬ 
ported that the ambulance 
service is now starting to re¬ 
ceive a flow of funds that 
were backed up during the 
transition to the new 
Medicare program, and that 
everything was beginning to 
flow nicely. 

In the emergency services 
report Carissa Viniard re¬ 
ported that she has been meet¬ 
ing with the regional disaster 
emergency services director 
and learning the ropes of the 
director’s position. 

Viniard also said that she has 
began the filing process for 
hazard mitigation grants and 
the fiscal court passed a reso¬ 
lution for hazard mitigation 
related to the grants that put a 
generator in the Carlisle 
County Schools cafeteria. 

In the jail report Carlisle 
County Jailer Ronny Owens 
reported that there were four 


inmates in the Ballard County 
Detention Center and two in 
the Hickman County Correc¬ 
tional Facility. 

In the road department re¬ 
port Carlisle County Judge 
Executive Greg Terry re¬ 
ported that the bridge at 
Bobby Yates Road will be 
completed by this Friday, 
with work on the wooden 
bridge in Cunningham cur¬ 
rently ongoing. 

Judge Executive Terry spoke 
about the spraying that the 
county experimented with in 
containment of weeds versus 
the usual mowing. Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Terry said that the 
spraying has been successful 
and has saved the county 
money on gas and hours on 
the equipment. Out of the 180 
miles of Carlisle County 
roads, 100 were sprayed and 
the fiscal court agreed to look 
into spraying additional roads 
next year. 

Magistrate Burley Mathis 
addressed the court and said 
that work had to be done from 
Fish Lake Bridge to Colonels 
Line, as the roads have dete¬ 
riorated in that area. 

Judge Executive Terry said 
that he will have the road de¬ 
partment look at the situation 
and address it. Magistrate 


Sonny Pearson added that if 
the sand situation in the bot¬ 
toms was not addressed soon, 
roads could be lost in the bot¬ 
toms. Terry added that he will 
follow up on previous calls to 
the Army Corp of Engineers. 

In the 911 report Josh 
Glover was away at a confer¬ 
ence in Louisville, but Judge 
Executive Greg Terry re¬ 
ported that the county re¬ 
ceived a $35,000 grant for 
three recycling bins. These 
bins will be the same exact 
type of recycling bin that cur¬ 
rently is travelling throughout 
the county. 

Magistrate Pearson inquired 
about the dumpsters that were 
set up in the four towns of Ar¬ 
lington, Bardwell, Cunning¬ 
ham and Milbum that werefor 
everything that wasn’t recy¬ 
clable. Judge Executive Terry 
informed Pearson that those 
dumpsters were for flooding 
emergencies and were pur¬ 
chased with grant funding. 
After discussion the fiscal 
court agreed to get quotes for 
the rental of dumpsters for all 
non-recyclables in July and 
make those available to 
Carlisle County residents for 
the month of July. 

In the 911 report Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Terry reported that the 


communications tower was 
fully operational and there are 
only a few radios left to pro¬ 
gram. 

Terry next reported that dis¬ 
patcher Sandra Mitchell 
needed to be moved to full¬ 
time status as Betsy Case 
moved on. Judge Executive 
Terry and Carlisle County At¬ 
torney Michael Hogancamp, 
along with the magistrates, 
discussed a contract that 
would need to be signed by 
dispatchers after they attend 
the dispatcher school in Rich¬ 
mond. This contract would 
ensure that they would stay 
with the Carlisle County Dis¬ 
patch Service for a certain pe¬ 
riod of time. “We invest the 
people’s money into these 
dispatchers attending the 
schooling in Richmond and 
we cannot allow something 
like this to happen again,” 
Terry said. 

Under new business the fis¬ 
cal court discussed the sanita¬ 
tion department situation. The 
Carlisle County Sanitation 
Department currently has 
$14,000 in bills and only 
$8,000 in its account with 
$140,000 owed to them by 
the City of Arlington and 
Bardwell. 

Judge Executive Terry told 


the fiscal court that the possi¬ 
bility of legal action could be 
on the horizon. Magistrates 
showed concern over what 
the sanitation department’s 
side owed, and Judge Terry 
told them that everything was 
up to date on their side, but 
they are owed $140,000 by 
the cities. 

“Arlington has refused to ac¬ 
cept the budget billing and the 
City of Bardwell has at least 
increased their rates at their 
most recent meeting, which is 
a good step. However, both of 
those cities have two of the 
lowest rates for water and 
sewage in the state of Ken¬ 
tucky, and they can’t even pay 
to the sanitation department 
what they are taking in from 
the public,” Terry said. 

Terry included that the sani¬ 
tation department and the En¬ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency is at their wits end 
with the cities’ lack of pay¬ 
ment. Due to this lack of pay¬ 
ment, according to Terry, the 
sanitation department is not in 
compliance because they can¬ 
not afford to buy parts essen¬ 
tial to the day-to-day 
operations. 

Terry concluded by saying 
the Kentucky Department of 
Rural Water will meet again 


with all entities to see if there 
can be any solution to the 
issue. If not, legal action will 
have to be taken against the 
cities of Arlington and Bard¬ 
well. 

The last order of business in¬ 
cluded an agreement between 
the county and the county at¬ 
torney’s office. “Having 
County Attorney Michael 
Hogancamp in the courthouse 
with the county has been a 
major asset to the county,” 
Greg Terry said. 

In a move to ensure that he 
stays in the courthouse and 
does not have to have a sepa¬ 
rate office for his private law 
practice, Hogancamp and the 
county agreed to a $150 per 
month rental of the court¬ 
house for his private practice 
part of his business. The 
Kentucky Administrative Of¬ 
fice of Courts pays the other 
half of the rent for his duties 
of Carlisle County Attorney. 
That figure was based on the 
square footage of Hogan¬ 
camp’s office. 

With there being no further 
business the June 19, 2012, 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
meeting adjourned.

The desire to leave a mark 
on the world and help out 
their fellow man-two key in¬ 
tegral parts in two brothers’ 
journey across America on a 
Longboard. 

Tanner and Caleb Childs of 
Mt. Pleasant, North Carolina, 
embarked on their journey 
across America- final destina¬ 
tion, the Golden Gate Bridge, 
San Francisco, California. On 
their journey, they made a pit 


stop in Cunningham, Ken¬ 
tucky, the home of Ron and 
Beverly Collins. 

How they got to Cunning¬ 
ham, Kentucky, was a story in 
itself. While in Pleasant View, 
Tennessee, the brothers made 
a pit stop for the evening at 
the local Pleasant View Fire 
Department. An hour after 
their departure Tanner had a 
long boarding accident and 
had to receive medical atten¬ 
tion from the fire fighters. 
One of those volunteer fire¬ 


fighters was Carlisle County 
native Brian Collins. 

Collins offered to take Tan¬ 
ner to his hometown of Cun¬ 
ningham, Kentucky, where 
Tanner could rest and recover 
from his injuries, while his 
brother Caleb made the jour¬ 
ney from Pleasant View to 
Cunningham, Kentucky, on 
longboard. 

The Collins family invited 
the Carlisle Weekly to their 
home where Brian’s parents, 
Ron and Beverly Collins, 


along with Brian’s two chil¬ 
dren, Anna and Gavin 
Collins, treated me and the 
Childs brothers to a delicious 
home cooked meal. 

The first question of course, 
to the visibly road rashed and 
stitched up Tanner Childs, 
was, Why make such a jour¬ 
ney? 

Tanner explained that ap¬ 
proaching his senior year of 
college at UNC Charlotte he 
wanted to plan something to 
“do something crazy” and 


“have a story to tell” before 
he had to grow up and get 
fully entrenched in “real life”. 

So, two years ago, he pro¬ 
posed an idea to his brother 
Caleb to longboard from the 
coast of Wilmington, North 
Carolina, to The Golden Gate 
Bridge in San Francisco, Cal¬ 
ifornia. “I thought he was ab¬ 
solutely crazy at first,” Caleb 
Childs said. 

However, during Thanksgiv¬ 
ing dinner 2011, the brothers 
decided that maybe it wasn’t 
so crazy and maybe that they 
could do some good on their 
proposed adventure. 

So, the brothers began to 
plan fundraising events for 
supplies for their journey and 
decided that by contacting 
media outlets along their way 
and raising awareness to their 
journey and the charities they 
are benefitting they could, in 
return, raise money for those 
charities. 

So, the brothers began their 
journey on May 14, 2012, out 
of Wilmington, NC. Both are 
traveling on foot, along with 
a little help from their long- 
boards, a longer variant of a 
skateboard used for cruising. 
They aim to cover 25 to 35 
miles a day, and expect the 
3,000 mile journey to take 
about six months to complete. 

The charities that the broth¬ 
ers are benefitting are chari¬ 
ties that they hold close to 
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their heart. Two of them are 
local charities in their home¬ 
town. The first is the Vicki S. 
Honeycutt Foundation. The 
Vicki S. Honeycutt Founda¬ 
tion is a charity that helps 
teachers who are battling can¬ 
cer and it is also in memory of 
the charity’s namesake, who 
was an inspiration for the two 
Childs brothers and their 
community as they grew up. 

The other local charity that 
they are helping is The North 
Toxaway Food Bank. The 
North Toxaway Baptist 
Church runs this food bank, 
and with the recent downturn 
in the economy the needs of 
the food bank are growing 
more and more each day. 

The brothers also wanted to 
help out a national charity and 
that charity that they have 
chosen is The Injured Marine 
Semper Fi Fund, which pro¬ 
vides immediate financial 
support for injured and criti¬ 
cally ill members of the U.S. 
Armed Forces and their fam¬ 
ilies.

Bardwell Council Discusses Clerk 
Position/Water Tower at Recent Meeting

The City of Bardwell met in 
regular session on June 12, 
2012. The previous meeting’s 
minutes were approved, 
along with the monthly bills. 

The second reading of the 
budget was tabled until the 
city could hold two more 
budget workshops to hammer 
out the final details of the 
city’s budget. 

The second reading of the 
electrical rate increase of 
10% was approved. This in¬ 
crease in electrical costs was 
passed in response to Ken¬ 
tucky Utilities’ 10% rate in¬ 
crease that they imposed on 
the City of Bardwell. 

In the Purchase Area Devel¬ 
opment District (PADD) Re¬ 
port, Mayor Philip King 
reported that an ADF grant 
was received for $1,362, and 
that reimbursement on work 
on the water tower was in the 
process of being collected. 

On the subject of the water 
tank, Mayor King said that 
the city was not satisfied with 
the work done by the com¬ 
pany that did the paint job. 
According to King, the tower 
was to have maroon paint 
with gold comets painted on 
the side. The company that 
painted the tower backed off 
that declaration that they 
could do such work. King 
said that those details will be 
resolved eventually. In addi¬ 


tional water tower news, a 
new fence will be placed 
around the water tower as the 
old fence has rusted and 
began to fall down. 

Sewer rates were discussed, 
as they have been at the pre¬ 
vious four or five meetings. 
After discussion the council 
decided that there was no 
choice but to raise the sewer 
rates, but not at the pace that 
was suggested by the Ken¬ 
tucky Rural Water Associa¬ 
tion. “There is no way we can 
jump these rates to where 
they are suggesting- it is 
going to have to be a stair 
step approach over the next 
20 years,” Councilman 
Michael Hoskins said. 

After lengthy discussion, the 
city’s water rate was raised 
from a base of $14.20 to 
$20.00, increasing as the cus¬ 
tomer’s usage increases. The 
council also approved the in¬ 
crease of the base sewer rate 
from $4.00 to $7.00 in order 
to help combat the rising san¬ 
itation department debt. Both 
measures were approved, sec¬ 
onded and passed unani¬ 
mously. 

Councilman Michael 
Hoskins requested that dis¬ 
cussion on the City Clerk po¬ 
sition be placed on the agenda 
for the month of June. 

The current city clerk, Sue 
Ann Tolbird, is slated to retire 
in August. Until then ,Missy 
Rowland was hired to train 


under Tolbird until Tolbird’s 
retirement date. 

Councilman Hoskins and 
other council members were 
upset that they were not noti¬ 
fied of the hiring or even 
were approached for council 
on the matter. “I have nothing 
at all against Missy, but we 
heard all the rumors about 
Missy being hired and then 
we saw it and knew about it 
in the paper before any of us 
were contacted,” Hoskins 
said. Hoskins also had an 
issue with Rowland being 
paid more than Adrian 
Burgess, who has been with 
the City of Bardwell for 
nearly a year. 

Mayor King apologized for 
the lack of communication, 
but he knew that in Missy’s 
situation he knew he had to 
move fast and hire her be¬ 
cause of her expertise in grant 
writing, emergency manage¬ 
ment, and the impact she 
would have in the office 
being able to handle multiple 
duties when one of the other 
workers were out on vacation 
or at a child’s school event. In 
regards to the scale of pay, 
King justified Rowland’s pay, 
citing her immediate impact 
she will have in the filing for 
and acquisition of grants. 
“Her work in that field of ex¬ 
pertise alone will pay divi¬ 
dends for the City of 
Bardwell immediately,” King 
said. 

Rowland, who was at the 
meeting, felt that the City 
Clerk position was an oppor¬ 
tunity to move from the 
Emergency Management Di¬ 
rector’s position with the 
county, where she was on call 
for 24 hours a day, to a posi¬ 
tion where she wouldn’t have 
to be on call for 24 hours. 
Since Sue Ann Tolbird will 
not retire until August of 
2012, Missy Rowland will 
have to be designated as City 
Clerk in Training for the time 
being.

In Pursuit of God’s Heart 

When preaching the gospel 
in the early church, the 
preachers almost always 
make a history report in order 
to show how God brought 
Jesus Christ to us just the way 
He promised. 

In many of these David was 
named because of God’s 
promise to restore the taber¬ 
nacle of David and of the 
seed of his flesh the King 
Jesus would come. 

When speaking of David, 
Paul the apostle stated that he 
was a man after God’s own 
heart who would fulfill all 
His will. (Acts 13:21-22) (I 
Samuel 13:14) 

If you recall David was not 
God’s first choice for King 
over Israel, Saul was chosen 
first and was a humble man in 
the beginning. He later gave 
way to disobedience, pride, 
selfish, ambition, self preser¬ 
vation instead of trusting 
God. This is when the scrip¬ 
ture comes in the view that 
God puts down one and sets 
up another. 

God then sent Samuel the 
prophet, the same Samuel 
that He sent to anoint Saul to 
anoint David, stating that He 
had found Him a man after 
His own heart. 

It is important to note here 
that David was the youngest 
of Jesse’s sons. God did not 
call David for what he was 
going to be, but for what he 
already was.

Being in 
pursuit of God’s heart is a 
lifelong endeavor and David 
had already developed a life 
is pursuit. 

God sis not choose David for 
what he was going to be but 
for what he already was. He 
did in fact become a teacher

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Wooden Bridge Fire Snarls Traffic in Clinton Area 


KY 1037 remains closed 
in Hickman County at the 
edge of Clinton due to a 
fire on a wooden railroad 
overpass early this morn¬ 
ing. Area fire departments 
responded about 4:30 a.m., 
CDT, to the structure that 
carries vehicle traffic over 
a main rail line. 

Also known as Gore Road 
and Crap Shoot Road, KY 


1037 runs between KY 780 
and KY 123 south of Clin¬ 
ton. 

AKYTC bridge inspector 
says an initial check of the 
fire damage indicates 
mostly railing damage. 
However, a more thorough 
inspection of the wooden 
structure will take a day or 
two to complete. Mean¬ 
while, KY 1037 will re¬ 


main closed at the bridge 
site while that work is 
being completed. 

Early reports from the site 
indicate the fire may have 
been deliberately set. A 
state Fire Marshall and a 
Kentucky State Police 
arson investigator were ex¬ 
pected to arrive at the site 
around noon to initiate an 
investigation into the cause 


of the blaze. 

The wooden bridge had 
been restricted to one lane 
with a lowered weight 
limit since December 2010 
when a routine inspection 
by the Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet found 
deterioration in the bridge 
support structure. 

Railings and curbs to re¬ 
strict the aging wooden 


bridge to one lane had been 
added by the railroad to 
limit traffic crossing the 
structure to one vehicle at 
a time. Through a cooper¬ 
ative effort between the 
Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet, Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railroad and local 
officials, the bridge is on 
schedule to be replaced 
with a modern concrete 


structure with construction 
expected to start sometime 
late this year or early next 
year. 

This timber bridge is on 
KY 1037 at mile point 
0.481. Approximately 800 
vehicles travel KY 
1037/Crap Shoot 

Road/Gore Road in Hick¬ 
man County in an average 
day.

Attorney General Urges 
Child Cyber Safety 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (June 12, 
2012) - Attorney General Jack 
Conway reminds Kentucky 
families about the importance 
of staying safe online. In ob¬ 
servance of National Internet 
Safety month this month, and 
with many kids at home alone 
over the summer months, 
General Conway encourages 
parents to talk to their children 
about the Internet and how to 
stay safe online. 

“A survey of 10 to 17-year- 
olds by the Pew Research 
Center and National Center 
for Missing and Exploited 
Children showed that 34 per¬ 
cent had posted their real 
names, telephone numbers, 
home addresses, or names of 
their schools online,” General 
Conway said. 

General Conway has cracked 
down on Internet predators 
and child pornography 
through his Cybercrimes Unit. 
Since its creation in June of 
2008, the unit has launched 
nearly 270 child pornography 
investigations and seized 
more than 300,000 child 
pornographic images and 
videos from the Internet. The 
Cybercrimes Unit is also a 
member of the Internet 
Crimes Against Children Task 
Force. 

Attorney General Conway 
asks parents to follow these 
simple steps to help keep their 
kids safe this summer and 
throughout the year. 

Online Safety Checklist: 

“Google your children (and 


yourself) often for your child’s 
contact information. It can 
help you spot ways in which 
your child’s personal informa¬ 
tion may be exposed to 
strangers online or could be an 
early detection system for cy- 
berbullying posts. 

Keep the computer in a fam¬ 
ily room, kitchen or open area, 
NOT in a child’s bedroom. 

Teach your children they 
should never meet an online 
friend in person unless you are 
with them. 

Find out what email and in¬ 
stant messaging accounts they 
have and ask them for their 
passwords for those accounts. 

Teach your children about 
the dangers of cell phone cam¬ 
eras and how they may be 
used against them. Cell phone 
images can be easily down¬ 
loaded, altered and exploited 
on the Internet. 

Consider installing moni¬ 
toring and filtering software. 
Check for free downloads at 
www.safefamilies.com or 
www.K9webprotection.com. 
Texting/Cyberbullying 
The following are important 
tips from the National Center 
for Missing & Exploited Chil¬ 
dren (NCMEC) regarding tex¬ 
ting and cyberbullying. 

Never respond to harassing 
or rude comments. 

Save or print the evidence. 

Talk to your parents or 
guardian if you are harassed 
and get help reporting this to 
your ISP, school, or local law 
enforcement if you feel threat¬ 


ened. 

Report anyone you don’t 
know who asks for your per¬ 
sonal information, photos, or 
videos. 

Report inappropriate or ob¬ 
scene material from people or 
companies you don’t know. 
Tips To Prevent Sexting 

Think about the conse¬ 
quences of taking, sending or 
forwarding a sexual picture of 
someone underage, even if it’s 
of you. 

Never take images of your¬ 
self that you wouldn’t want 
everyone—your classmates, 
teachers, family or employers 
to see. 

Before hitting send, re¬ 
member that you can’t control 
where this image may travel. 

If you forward a sexual pic¬ 
ture of someone underage, 
you are as responsible for this 
image as the original sender.
